MONG the many cars which come to:us for test, too few have pedal 
A arrangements which can be described as above criticism; usually it 

is a case of limited space in which to accommodate three pedals and 
their linkage. 

In days gone by it was customary to sit well behind and above the clutch 
and flywheel assembly, but today their casing is often in the front floor area 
or, alternatively, has moved to the back, pushing the driver and front 
passenger forward so that the front wheel arches then obtrude on each 
side of the floor space. 

Apart from the discomfort of sitting with legs off-centre to left or right, 
there is the matter of inadequate space. At least three cars could be named 
in which the average man’s shoe would overlap on either the accelerator or 
clutch when placed flat on the brake—a potentially dangerous state of 
affairs. There are many more in which the pedal levels and angles are far 
from ideal and in which heel-and-toeing (for those who like to do it) is 
impossible. 

Plenty of length for the passenger compartments and good steering lock 
are both desirable, but if their provision compacts the pedals unduly and 
forbids off-pedal space for the free foot, convenience is taking precedence 
over safety.

Dispersed Attack 


VERY week hundreds of well-meaning people, singly and in committee, 
F give thought to accident prevention and road safety. They present 
theories and facts, and deduce much from observation and figures. Recently 
we studied diagrams and tables compiled by the Road Research Laboratory, 
who are closely concerned with the experiments at Slough, and we have been 
in contact with several local authorities. Out of all their activities good has 
and will come. 

Perhaps the most effective single approach—and the most welcome—to 
accident prevention has been the intensive indoctrination of children in 
safety procedures. This has been direct and to the point. It is a pity that 
other aspects of the problem cannot be faced and tackled as directly; in a 
sense this is a weakness of democracy. 

There are two sure ways of reducing road casualties at once and to a 
marked extent—ban all vehicles from the roads or ban all pedestrians from 
Neither course could be taken, but a reconsideration from first 
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the roads. 
principles might lead to more profitable action and results. Total segregation 
is, after all, our railway’s solution to safety, though admittedly the building 
of such a railway system could not today be contemplated. 

It seems to us that for fear of adverse comment by one or other section 
of the community, and because experience has shown that even for accident 
prevention money is seldom freely forthcoming, many of those responsible 
for road safety have been slowly driven into byways and blind alleys in their 
search for improvements. 

How soon will the nation appreciate that big thinking and big action is 
needed to produce big results? And that surely some small sacrifice of 
personal freedoms, such as the prohibition of haphazard crossing of roads, 
is worth while when lives are at stake?

Where better to escort a foreign prince than round some of 
our British castles and fine country houses? It was not possible 
to show him the best of our heritage, as we were more con- 
cerned with testing his stamina and thirst. The main route 
was to be through the tough roads of Wales 

Time did not allow us to make interior investigation of the 
buildings, which emphasized that for those who want to absorb 
the inner beauties, care must be taken to plan visits for the 
days on which the public are admitted. Some historic places 
are permanently open, but others only on a few days each year. 

It was 3.30 p.m. on a Saturday that we left Weybridge, in 
Surrey. Although no overnight luggage was being taken we 
were impressed by the large amount of baggage space provided. 
There is stowage under the bonnet for two reasonably sized 
suitcases, in addition to small soft baggage. In each door is a 
large, full-width pocket, and there is an open glove locker in 
the facia. Still more luggage space is provided behind the rear 
seat squabs, and under the rear seats. 

First impressions were of very good visibility, helped by the 
rounded end of each side window. We could not resist playing 
with the excellent sliding windows in the doors; these, operated 
by a handle on a rack-and-pinion mechanism, are easy to use, 
and did not give rise to draughts at any position of opening. 

Our first destination was Broughton, just outside Banbury, 
on B4035 road to Shipston-on-Stour. Climbing the hill at the 
end of the Fairmile straight out of Henley-on-Thames, we went 
over the brow at 40 m.p.h. in top gear. This flexibility was 
a pleasing feature, and the engine gave smooth torque through- 
out its range. Mixture grade fuel was used on the outward 
journey but commercial grade on the home run produced no 
pinking with the 7.2 to 1 compression ratio. 

After a stop in Oxford to purchase the one important map 
which one always seems to leave at home, and some fruit to 
sustain us through the night, we arrived at Broughton Castle

just on 6 p.m., having achieved an average running speed of 36 
m.p.h. in normal weekend traffic, with unexpected relaxation 
This comment needs qualification, for the transmission is not 
easy to handle. Dog engagement is used for the four gears, 
and it was necessary to double-declutch om up and down 
changes for the best results; even after much practice the gears 
sometimes went in with quite a clonk. Added to this there 
was a pronounced transmission whine in the three lower ratios; 
it was present also, with slightly less intensity, up to 55 m.p.h. 
speedometer reading in top, but diminished above this, and 
the engine remained quite smooth up to 65 m.p.h. Gear chang- 
ing was not helped by a peculiariry of the clutch; its operation 
was light, but :t did not engage until the last inch or so of 
pedal movement. 

Our visit to Broughton—an Elizabethan mansion with early 
fourteenth-century nucleus—was brief, for we were outside visit- 
ing hours, but Lord Saye and Sele, who resides there, showed a 
keen interest in the Prince. 

Continuing along B4035 through Shipston-on-Stour to 
Ebrington, we turned north for two miles to Hidcote Batrim, 
to see the National Trust gardens at Hidcote Manor. They were 
created by Major Johnston 45 years ago from a 10-acre stretch 
of bare fields, relieved only be a few fine trees. 

Hidcote is really a cottage garden on a glorified scale, or 
rather a series of cottage gardens, in which flowering shrubs 
mingle with roses, herbaceous plants with bulbous subjects, 
and seedlings are allowed to grow wherever the mother plant 
has cast them. There are beautifully laid-out walks leading 
to a wrought-iron gate with a commanding view away to Bredon. 
Hedges of yew, beech and hornbeam are used to great effect. 

Some of the great nineteenth-century gardeners like Capability 
Brown used great vistas to obtain their effects, but Major John- 
ston has achieved similar results in a much smaller area. 
Perhaps in this there is a parallel with our Prince, for a small 


car is undoubtedly a much more difficult design problem than 
a larger vehicle, and no one can deny that the NSU is both 
attractive and practical 

Darkness was falling as we reached Sudeley Castle, near 
Winchcombe, having proceeded from Hidcote via Chipping 
Campden along B4081 to the top of Fish Hill, and through 
Snowshill to the top of Sudeley Hill. Built of mellowed Cots- 
wold stone, Sudeley Castle dates partly from the fifteenth cen- 
tury, and includes the ruins of a magnificent banqueting hall. 

To fortify us for the night ahead, dinner was taken at the 
George Inn in Winchcombe. We were most courteously re- 
ceived at 9.30 p.m., the meal was first rate, and our Thermos 
flask was filled with excellent coffee for the cold night ahead. 

As we tackled the first part of the night section it was raining 
hard; it soon abated, but we had the opportunity to decide that 
the Prince handles safely in the wet. The suspension is on the 
firm side with two up, but it smooths out noticeably when the 
rear seats are occupied. There is a definite tendency towards 
oversteer, especially as the body rolls initially on entering a 
corner, but once settled into the curve it i$ stable, with the tail 
sliding first in extremis. Good handling depends on correct 
tyre pressures, to which the car is rather sensitive, as it is also 
to a side wind at speeds above 50 m.p.h. 

Heating is first<lass and is quickly available from a cold 
start; no fumes find their way in. Fresh air ventilation, picked 
up from the nose of the car, provides a good strong blast over 
the windscreen. 

It was dark when, having journeyed through Cheltenham, 
Ledbury and Leominster, we arrived at Stokesay Castle, three- 
quarters of a mile south of Craven Arms, on A49 from Shrews- 
bury to Ludlow. We were able to see this outstanding example 
of a moated and fortified manor house, dating from the twelfth 
and thirteenth centuries, only by torchlight. 

After climbing over the spectacular Long Mynd from Church

Stretton we joined A489 and passed through Church Stoke, 
Welshpool and Llanfyllin, to arrive at Bala lake as dawn was 
breaking. The bright early morning sun warmed the keen air 
as we continued through Bettws-y-Coed to Gwydir Castle, 
half a mile from Llanrwst. This is an historic Tudor manor 
house with its own chapel dating from the thirteenth century. 
Here we were startled and delighted by the honking of what 
seemed an army of peafowl. They were roosting in tall cedars, 
for these birds are very strong fliers, and in ome tree we 
counted 14. This manor house is open daily all the year round, 
and these birds must surely be a fine sight on the spacious lawns. 

A view of Penrhyn Castle at Bangor was denied us, for the 
gates were firmly shut and the high surrounding wall keeps out 
early morning visitors. As the forbidding Caernarvon Castle 
was on our itinerary we passed by the suspension bridge over 
the Menai Straits, but were disappointed to find that the Con- 
way, that gallant timbered ship-of-the-line which broke away 
from its tow when passing through these treacherous waters a 
few years ago, has now been broken up. 

Barker is addicted to mechanical white elephants and it was 
necessary, therefore, to have a look at part of the narrow 
gauge Ffestiniog railway. Thus, continuing by the Pass of Aber- 
Glaslyn to join B4410, we stopped at Tan-y-Bwlch station 
before heading for Dolgelley, on our way to Bwich-y-Groes. 
Two-up, the Prince literally stormed this famous climb and 
negotiated the steep hairpin at the start without difficulty. 
Bottom gear was required on the steepest section of the upper 
reaches, and on the down changes particularly lack of synchro- 
mesh was a shortcoming. A very fast descent proved the brakes 


to be extremely good, with no sign of fade or increased pedal 
pressure and a complete absence of sponginess. 

Welshpool was reached for lunch—always a tricky business 
in Wales on Sunday because of their licensing hours. On the 
outskirts of the town is Powis Castle, at the end of a walk of 
at least a mile. 

Ignoring our very comprehensive guide,* we spotted on the 
map two castles on our way back to Ludlow, which involved a 
detour over some minor roads, but both had long ceased to 
exist. There are many such, and this emphasizes the value 
of relying on a good guide book. The main route along A4113 
led us to Ludlow Castle, with its twelfth-century round chapel, 
where Milton’s Comus is being staged this year in the same 
setting as when first performed there in 1631. 

Now our nose was turned for home on A49 south to Brimfield 
through Tenbury Wells, on the A443 at Newnham Bridge to 
Worcester, and then through Evesham, Chipping Campden, 
Moreton-on-the-Marsh, Chipping Norton and Oxford. 

Fuel consumption for our overall journey was 36.9 m.p.g. 
for 629 miles, much of it in the hills of Wales; over the last 235 
miles from Bwich-y-Groes, which took in some English main 

roads, the consumption was 39.4 m.p.g. 

Particular assets of the Prince are a very 
attractive appearance, combined with an 
excellent layout which gives not only 
adequate passenger space but also plenty 
of room for luggage and oddments; vision 
is especially good. The seats, though not 
luxurious, are quite satisfactory for 600 
miles; there was no cramp or ache. There 
are neither wind noises nor body vibra- 
tions, but we should need much more 
sound-insulation from the transmission in 
a Prince of our own. 

On the debit side, the fuel consumption 
is heavier than expected and the transmis- 
sion, with its whine and rather tricky 
change mechanism, should be improved. 
The suspension is quite lively, with a little 
pitch when the front seats only are occu- 
pied, but there is no roll, and the car is 
very safe. A minor Prince, but all in all 
we enjoyed his company. M.

A Commentary on Her Car Industry— Problems and Prospects 


HERE’S nothing like having your cake and cating it. 

On my retyrn from the United States last year, after 

competing in the second Anglo-American Vintage 

Car Rally, I suggested to the Editor that someone (guess 

who?) should go next to Japan. For a year this particular 

serio-comic legpull became a standard conversation piece. 

Japan, he said, was nearly as far away as the moon—although 

he admitted that hitherto there had been no evidence of cars 

in use on the moon. Nevertheless, the notion was approved 
in principle, tentative plans laid—and fingers crossed. 

Then Air France wrote and said they had found a way of 
getting to Japan very quickly, and if our associated journal 
Flight would care to send someone along to see how they did 
it, they would look after his Inner Man with customary hospi- 
tality. It was only about 8,500 miles away if one hopped over 
the top of the world, and would take a mere 30 hours... . 
Having a sufficient backlog of aeronautical experience to enable 
me to be a Jekyll for Flight as well as a Hyde for The Autocar, 
an ambition which had become almost an obsession was about 
to be realized: I was told to go quickly to Belgrave Square 
and get me a visa for Japan. 

That outward journey has been dealt with already in Flight 
(25 April); yet however disinterested a motorist might be in 
aeronautical matters, he must surely be impressed by some of 
the performance figures of the long-range Boeing Constellation 
Starliner as used by Air France on this route. It carries over 
8,000 Imperial gallons of fuel in its wings, lifts over 70 tons 
off the runway with four 18-cylinder engines developing alto- 
gether 13,800 b.h.p., and has a safe range of nearly 6,000 miles 
without re-fuelling. And that Paris-Tokyo mileage in that time 
makes even Le Mans seem a bit tame. 

To reach Tokyo by the shortest route around Russian terri- 
tory, it starts by flying north from Paris, up past the East 
Anglian coast and the Shetlands, over the top of the globe 
and down to Anchorage in Alaska—in 16} hours. And in case 
you think Alaska is one big iceberg, I must tell you that the 
temperature there at 3 a.m. on 11 April was 37 deg Fahrenheit.

Moreover, most of the town had stayed up to greet us on this 
inaugural flight—including three combo bands. 

By this route, time plays—or is played—some outrageous 
tricks, and two dawns within seven hours were followed by 20 
hours of continuous daylight.

HOW DOES one set about investigating a strange country’s 
motor industry without knowing a word of the native language 
—or for that matter, any of the natives themselves? Before 
leaving the U.K. I was invited to meet Leslie Roberts, export 
general manager of the Rootes Group at Devonshire House in 
London. This proved an invaluable contact, for he not only 
gave me a quick but shrewd insight into the place and people 
from personal experience, but also contacted Laurence Philips, 
general manager of Yamato Motors, who market the Japanese- 
made version of the Hillman Minx. Moreover, I had written 
already to several of the Japanese manufacturers to forewarn 
them of my impending visit. 

Art the Paris Salon in the autumn of last year, there was some 
surprise—even consternation—at the appearance there of a new 
Japanese car, the Fuji Prince. This was the first time ever, it 
seemed, that any Japanese car had been exhibited in Europe; a 
Sunday paper was then imperceptive in denigrating the Prince 
as nothing better than an imitation of the average European 
product, and its remarks led to a first-class rumpus in Japan. 

An immediate, more general reaction to this car’s presence in 
Paris was the thought that the Japanese might be on the verge 
of dumping cheap cars on the home and major export markets 
of the European manufacturers—otherwise, why had the makers 
bothered to send it? What, indeed, was the true state of the 
Japanese motor industry? How were its prospects in the world 
picture, and how good or poor were its products? Such doubts

are most easily and accurately dispelled at first hand, by a 
personal visit and appraisal on the spot 

Before launching into facts and statistics about Japanese pri- 
vate car production as it stands today, it might be as well to 
summarize the findings in four sentences: First, the Japanese 
cannot yet produce cars cheaply enough to compete on equal 
terms with European manufacturers. Secondly, they do not 
expect to become competitive for at least three years. Thirdly, 
there is ample evidence of original thought behind their designs, 
despite the fact that road conditions and universal speed res- 
trictions in Japan make intense demands only on the strength 
of a chassis and the suppleness of its suspension system 
Fourthly, materials and workmanship now appear to be fully 
up to European standards for parallel products 

One of the most important figures in the Japanese motoring 
picture is Dr. Genshichi Asahara, chairman of the Motors Trade 
Association of Japan—and until very recently, chairman also of 
the large Nissan Motor Company. A busy man, he proved 
somewhat elusive, but I was able to interview both him and 
his second-in-command, Ichibei Terazawa, who is managing 
director of the M.T.A. They emphasized that, while Japan is 
making lots of cars, trucks and buses, she is making no roads. 
Indeed, less than six per cent of the country roads have any 
form of hard surfacing. The M.T.A. has been pressing the 
Government urgently for these, and the Government has recently 
taken advice on the subject from a team of American experts; 
there are plans to start implementing a large road building 
and rebuilding programme this year. Better roads would not 
only encourage more people to run cars but also would ease 
the task of the manufacturers, who now have to design their 
products strong enough to withstand home conditions, which

Whereas small items such as cameras and other optical equip- 
ment require much hand labour (which is still relatively cheap) 
and but little material, the converse applies with the car indus- 
try. Steel prices, for instance, have risen appreciably in recent 
years; much of the iron ore used has to be imported from 
India and the U.S., and both bar and sheet metal from 
Germany. In addition, wide steel sheet as used for roof press- 
ings has still to be brought from the U.S., since Japanese rolling 
mills cannot yet produce it in sufficient width. It is hoped to 
overcome this economic handicap during next year. 

Another major factor in the design of a Japanese car is the 
type of buyer it has to please. Since almost 50 per cent of 
all the cars at present sold in Japan are taxis, they have to be 
as capacious and resilient to rough usage as possible. It is 
estimated that Japanese taxis carry about 750 million fares 
in a year. There are, incidentally, 12,000 taxis in Tokyo alone; 
but they serve a population of appreciably over 8} million—ir is 
now the world’s largest city. There are signs, however, that 
the taxi market is becoming saturated, and their demand is 
expected to drop to about 40 per cent within the next six months 

At present about two persons in 1,000 own cars, and this 
figure is not expected to increase appreciably for some time to 
come. As in this country, there is a form of purchase or com- 
modity tax in Japan, which has had the effect of restricting the 
engine sizes of their products to less than 1,500 c.c., the rates 
being 15 per cent for cars of up to 1} litres and less than 
100in wheelbase, 50 per cent for cars having engines of over 
four litres and wheelbases exceeding 120in, and 30 per cent for 
all others. 

Some 70 per cent of all cars bought in that country are 
subject to hire-purchase agreements. The low average income 
precludes the vast majority of the 90 million Japanese citizens 
from owning cars, but most of the factories concerned are busy 
developing small cars to sell at between £350 and £450; a wider 
motoring public means increased production, lower costs and 
better export prospects. Two such cars are the rear-engined 
Subaru, described in The Autocar of 9 May, and the Mikasa, 
about which an article appeared last week. 

Three cars now in production in Japan are European models 
built there under licence. These are the Hillman Minx, which 
is made in Tokyo by the Isuzu Motor Co., Ltd., and marketed 
by a subsidiary of the Rootes Group, the Yamato Motor Co.; 
the Austin A.50, made by the Nissan Motor Co., Ltd.; and the 
Renault 4 c.v. 750, built by the Hino Diesel Industry Co., Inc. 
In each case, these are manufactured with practically 100 per

cent Japanese parts, the exceptions being minor items such as 
electrical equipment imported because of patent rights. 

These cars are subject to a seven-year agreement which has 
only two more years to go, and the Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry is contemplating discontinuing the foreign 
currency allocations which expire with these technical contracts 
after 1960. At present, a 5 per cent royalty is paid to the 
European companies concerned, and the Japanese Government 
wishes to place all its manufacturers on an equal footing, with- 
out this imposition. At the least they would like a concession in 
these royalties, to allow an increased outlay on tooling for more 
frequent styling changes to keep their products competitive. 

Nissan also make the Datsun 1000 and 113—both sharing the 
same body shell, but the former having an o.h.v. 988 c.c. engine, 
the latter an 860 c.c. side-valve; they make the Austin A.5O at 
Yokohama, and the Datsun at Yoshiwara, at the base of Mount 
Fuji. Largest of the purely Japanese manufacturers is the 
Toyota concern near Nagoya, who make the 995 c.c. Corona 
small car and the 14-litre Crown; and of growing importance 
is the Fuji Precision Company, of Tokyo, responsible for the 
up-to-date and handsome Prince. 

With the present production figures, body dies and presses 
form a very large proportion of the production costs. Naturally, 
those makers who chose to build the European makes were 
saved much of this particular difficulty and its di 1 
expense. 

The more significant of the smaller makes are the Oht, 
another Tokyo firm which produces two four-cylinder models 





with engine sizes of 903 c.c. and 1,263 c.c., the former with side 
valves and the latter with o.h.v.; the two-stroke Suzulight, which 
is made at Hamamatsu, an attractive seaside resort 160 miles 
west of Tokyo; and the Subaru and Mikasa. 

Dr. Asahara told me that the Nissan Company is not con- 
vinced that a real future awaits a very small people’s car in 
Japan, and that it is keener to cut the price of the small 
Datsun, to bring it closer into line with Government require- 
ments. He thought the Subaru must be considered a purely 
private car, as opposed to a potential taxi, and clearly had his 
doubts about how so small and light a vehicle would with- 
stand hard use in country districts, in the hands of a public 
largely new to motoring. He agreed, however, that this 
particular car might well sell as a kind of toy in the U.S., and 
become a profitable export. 

Now for some figures: Private car production was disallowed 
by General MacArthur after World War II until 1947, when 
the permitted quota was limited to only 300. Last year the 
number was 47,121, which brought the total number registered 
to 188,000 (92,261 Japanese, 70,544 of foreign makes, 25,196 
owned by foreign personnel)—small quantities when compared 
with American and European production. Export figures for 
private cars are at present insignificant—46 only in 1956, and 
410 in 1957, over half this number to Okinawa. Although a 
considerably higher target has been set for the current year, all 
the car makers whom I visited were producing far below their 
capacit for a single shift, because of the current economic

recession in Japan, which mirrors the present North American 
troubles. In the production of diese] buses and large trucks, 
however, the story is quite different They totalled nearly 
124,000 last year, of which about 5,000 were exported, and the 
export figure this year may approach 8,000. 

Thus, although Japan’s overall industrial capacity has doubled 
since the late war, and although she has the means and ability 
wherewith to build good cars in large numbers (at present she 
lies eighth in world production figures) she has still many 
problems to solve. But increased exports are so essential to her 
trading balance that we must keep a weather eye firmly and 
appreciatively on the Far East during the coming years.

and improve the largest of its sports cars, without 

departing to any great extent from the basic design 
The latest version of the Austin-Healey 100-Six has more 
power than the model last tested by this journal in Nov- 
ember 1956. The consequent gain in performance, achieved 
without detracting from the exceptional flexibility and 
smoothness of the C series six-cylinder engine, has been 
brought about by a modified cylinder head with a separate 
light-alloy inlet manifold to which are fitted two semi- 
downdraught SU HD 6 carburettors. 

Separate inlet ports are formed in the cylinder head, and 
the valve head sizes are increased slightly compared with 
those of the earlier units. The nett result of these top 
changes to the engine has been to increase the power output 
by 11 per cent. While the increased performance is more 
noticeable high in the speed range, the engine also pulls 
strongly and without temperament below 2,000 r.p.m. The 
acrodynamic lines of the coachwork together with the 
flexibility in top gear have made Austin-Healeys economi- 
cal in terms of fuel consumption; the present version main- 
tains that reputation. 

Because the torque at low engine speeds is high, the driver 
is not much aware of the relatively low top r.p.m. limit 
by sports car standards. The red normal maximum line on 
the rev. counter is placed at only 4,800 r.p.m. and while the 
engine is smooth and free revving up to this limit, it is 
plain that it is not anxious to exceed about 5,200 at any time. 

It is a car which adapts itself readily to the mood the 
driver may be in; if the need or inclination calls for “ press

on” methods, the Austin-Healey will respond in an 
extremely willing fashion, covering long distances in the 
shortest possible time without the crew feeling they have 
had to do a major part of the work. The Laycoock-de 
Normanville overdrive, an optional extra, operates on third 
and top gears, and as overdrive top gives a little over 23 
m.p.h. per 1,000 r.p.m., high speed cruising is a compara- 
tively restful matter. An electrical switch linked to the 
throttle protects the transmission from snatch, by preventing 
downward changes from overdrive to direct drive on the 
overrun—that is, with a closed throttle. 

At home and on Continental roads, the driver finds real 
benefit from the extra power developed as a result of the new 
cylinder head, and the increased acceleration is particu- 
larly appreciated on British roads. The car tested showed 
an improvement of 1.7sec from 0-60 m.p.h. and 65sec 
from 0-90 m.p.h., as compared with the earlier design. 

The speedometer needle can be kept on the 100 m_p.h. 
mark for mile after mile; the o/d top gear consumption 
is then between 20 and 22 mpg. At the high speeds 
which are well within the car’s performance, the fuel 
capacity of 12 gallons is barely adequate, and owners who 
use this car for long journeys may wish for more than four 
hours’ safe cruising range. 

First thing in the morning in warm weather the choke 
was needed only momentarily, and the car pulled away at 
once with very little hesitation. Premium (not super) petrol 
suits the engine, but there was pinking when inferior Con- 
tinental premium was used. with the hard top in place, 
some furnes were apparent.

The C series engine is notable for its smoothness at all 
speeds. There is, however, a prominent exhaust note from 
the twin tail pipes in the upper half of the r.p.m. range 
when accelerating. Even so, it is a simple matter to drive 
through crowded streets without attracting unwelcome 
attention. The car will trickle along with the traffic without 
the need for constant gear changing. But, like all cars of 
its type, it is more at home when it can stretch its legs. 

Excellent clutch operation with a light pedal load and a 
smooth take-up (free from slip even during our arduous 
standing start acceleration tests) helps gear changing. The 
position of the short, stiff gear change lever is a little 
unusual, as it faces the driver at an angle from the left 
side of the gear box cover. It requires a rather long but 
natural reach; there is no lost movement, and the driver 
is able to make quick, crisp changes. First gear is norm- 
ally used for starting from rest. It was found advantageous 
in most circumstances to use the overdrive in conjunction 
with normal gear changes, especially as overdrive third, 
though close in ratio to top, is an excellent traffic gear. 

The overdrive control switch is placed on the right side 
of the facia and can be reached easily and quickly. Reac- 
tion is immediate. 

Acceleration is unexpectedly lively in third gear, from 
a speed as low as 30 m.p.h. After a short experience of 
the car, it was decided that a favourable technique is to 
change up into third at approximately 40 m.p.h. and next 
into overdrive third. 

The gear ratios are well suited to the performance of the 
car and the characteristics of the engine; at no time 
does a driver feel in need of another ratio, nor bothered by a 
superfluous one. Full-throttle changes could be made with- 
out protest from the overdrive mechanism; the whole of the 
transmission system of the car tested was commendably 
quiet, and appeared to be fully capable of dealing with the 
extra power produced by the six-port cylinder head. 

Suspension and road holding of all Austin-Healeys have 
been well fitted to their role of fast sports-touring cars. The 
springing is flexible enough to absorb shocks transmitted by 
the surfaces of minor roads, and only when the tyres are in- 
flated to high-speed pressures is some firmness noticed;

The lid of the compartment is supported in the open 
position by a hinged strut 
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this is apparent only at speeds below 50 m.p.h. The ride 
over rough, rutted surfaces is particularly good; shocks are 
heard more than felt. It was found that ease of steering 
was affected to a considerable degree by the tyre pressures, 
and the recommended 20 Ib front and 23 Ib rear for normal 
driving made the steering feel unduly heavy at slow speeds. 
An increase of 3 Ib on these figures gave a noticeable im- 
provement for everyday journeys. The steering becomes 
rather heavy towards full lock. 

When travelling fast the 100-Six steers best if the wheel 
is held lightly. This is especially apparent on heavily 
cambered roads abroad. A firm grip becomes tiring, and 
the directional stability is not improved if the driver is 
tensed—the Austin-Healey is much better when given its 
head under these conditions. 

There is light but sufficient self-centring action; on the 
whole the steering has no bias towards under- or over-steer. 
When the car is cornered fast, particularly on smooth, wet 
tarmac, the back will swing slightly. Tyre noise and body 
roll are very limited; but directional stability may be affected 
by a strong cross wind when travelling fast. 

Driver comfort on a winding road would be improved if 
the seat backrest were a little more rigid, but the shape and 
angle of the backrests are good, and movement of the 
driver’s arms is not interfered with. 

An owner who was a little on the short side would un- 
doubtedly have to modify the pedal positions, for with the 
seat set forward to enable him fully to depress the pedals, 
he is placed uncomfortably close to the steering wheel. The 
pedals are not set squarely below the steering wheel, but the 
driver soon gets used to the angled attitude. As with so 
many sports cars, the pedals are very close together. Some 
drivers would also modify pedal levels to permit heel-and- 
toeing—a great advantage in this class of car. A long-legged 
driver would wish for more support under the thighs from 
the rather shallow seat cushion. 

In spite of these few limitations of the driving position, 
all-round visibility is good. The screen pillars are slender 
(there is no window frame, as such), a tall driver is seated

low enough to avoid any beetle-browed effect, and the large, 

curved Perspex window in the back of the moulded glass 
fibre hard-top provided ample vision for reversing or watch- 
ing faster traffic coming up astern. Unexpectedly on a 
car of this price range, it is mecessary to use a spanner to 
adjust the position of the passenger seat. 

With a car such as the Austin-Healey, which at times can 
be travelling faster than it appears to be, it is more than 
ever necessary to have an adequate, fade-free braking system. 
Although much prominence hes been given to the use of disc 
brakes for fast cars, the drum brakes as fitted proved entirely 
suitable. Pedal pressure for all normal check braking is 
light, and there is a good, responsive feel to the brake. The 
car can be driven fast on roads unfamiliar to the driver, as 
the system provides powerful four-square stopping power. 
In the course of 1,000 miles of testing, pedal travel increased 
considerably. The hand-brake lever is close to the driving 
seat but not uncomfortably so; it has an easy movement and 
the action is powerful. 

The detachable hard-top has many advantages. It does 
not detract from the appearance of the car and does not 
turn the cockpit into a sound box; wind and road noise are 
negligible. The advantages of having available saloon car 
protection from the elements are many. In heavy rain 
the fitting is completely watertight, and only at slow speeds 
does the windscreen mist up when it is raining. Sliding 
Perspex side windows are supported in detachable light- 
alloy frames secured firmly to the doors. A light-coloured 
roof lining is fitted, and with the compartment closed up, 
there is a snug, cosy air about the interior. The ability 
quickly to remove the hard-top is appreciated. It is 
secured to the top of each screen pillar by an over-centre 
clip, and a large hook tensioned by a wing nut is used to 
clamp down each side behind the door openings. Removal 
or replacement is a matter of only a few minutes. The only 
criticism one has of the hard-top as fitted to the Austin- 
Healey is its cost, which does appear to be rather high. 

The normal hood and supports are supplied in addition, 
and are concealed behind the backrest of the rear com- 
partment. Attachments of the framework for the hood are 
ingenious, but on the road test car the unfolding movements 
were very stiff and difficult to achieve at first. One of the 
two over-centre clips had to be reassembled before it could 
be used. It is necessary first to engage the rigid front frame 
of the hood with a lip attached to the top of the screen 
frame; the rear skirt of the hood is then secured by spring 
fasteners. The attachment of the fasteners caused some 
difficulty even in warm sunshine when the material was 
pliable; it is likely to be a lengthy job on a cold, wet day. 
Agreed, the alternative would be a less taut, less attractive 
hood. 

With hood and detachable sidescreens in use, there is 
naturally more wind noise and flapping than with the hard- 
top, but certainly not to an exceptional degree. With hood 
alone, the front seat occupants are well protected by the fixed 
screen, and there is little buffeting; the same is true when 
the car is entirely open. No change in handling can be

detected open and with hard-top but, as is normally the case, 
the fitting of the hard-top increases the maximum speed by 
two or three m.p.h. 

In addition to the hood a good tonneau cover, stiffened 
behind the seats, is provided. This covers the complete 
compartment, and is divided down the centre so that the 
passenger compartment only may be enclosed. 

The interior of the body is particularly well finished, 
roomy and free from uncomfortable projections. The 
shallow facia is covered with leathercloth, and a plated strip 
round the instrument panel enhances the appearance. In- 
struments are well placed, and easily read from the driving 
seat. No rheostat is fitted to the panel lighting, but it is 
not over-bright, and allows the instruments to be read at 
night without dazzle. The curved upper portion of the 
facia prevents reflections on the windscreen. 

A built m heater was fitted to the test car—this is an 
extra piece of equipment. In the enclosed space it pro- 
vides a more than adequate amount of hot air, and demist- 
ing is effective; extra supplies of cold air can be introduced 
by opening vents placed above the foot wells. The driving 
mirror is well placed, and the self-parking screen wipers 
clean most of the screen area. A screen wash was fitted. 

For a car which is likely to be used for long distance 
touring, luggage accommodation in the tail is disappointing. 
The spare wheel and battery occupy a large proportion 
of the available space, and as there is no particular pro- 
vision for storing tools, these seem best kept in the shallow 
depression at the front of the locker. However, the car is 
primarily a two-seater, and so some extra luggage can be 
accommodated behind the front seats. The shape of the 


emergency seats, with their dividing hump, does place a 
limitation on the amount of baggage to be carried here. 
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As these occasional seats are suitable only for very small 
children (with the hard-top in position, no adult can be 
accommodated there) it would be preferable to eliminate 
the seats altogether and provide fuller luggage space. This 
the manufacturer intends to do. 

Is is reasonably easy to get in and out of the car, as the 
doors open at right angles to the body. Only the left door 
is fitted with an exterior lock—useless anyhow, because the 
Perspex sliding windows cannot be locked. 

Progress at night is helped by an ample beam from the 
head lamps and the high-frequency horns carry well. 

Hitherto, Healey hard-tops have been obtainable only

Squirt v. Suck 


IESEL engines are a very efficient 
form of internal combustion 
motor, because by using compression 
ratios of around 20 to 1 the thermal 
efficiency is increased. The use of this 
high compression is made possible by 
compressing air only instead of a com- 
bustible mixture of air and vaporized 
fuel, which would be ignited too early 
during the compression stroke if it 
were fed in through a carburettor, as 
opposed to the direct injection over a 
very short period of time as in the 
diesel engine. 

In another sense, they are inefficient. 
That is, you get less power from a 
given weight and cost of engine than 
you do with petrol units. 

I am tired of comparisons between 
high-performance petrol models and 
much lower-performance diesel ver- 
sions—which, incidentally, cost £200 
more in a popular car. I wish I could 
see comparisons on this basis:— 

Standard petrol car, compared with diese! 

version having the same performancc 
including the same maximum speed with 
out the fitting of an overdrive 

‘trol car with £200 more spent on 
strengthening and improving the engine, 
enabling very high compression ratio to 
be used; and super-economy carburettor, 
lowering the performance to that of th 
diesel version 

In fact, much of the economy of a 
diesel is owed to the fact that it has to 
be good, or it would knock itself to 
pieces. A petrol engine can get away 
with being lighter, less of a precision 
job, extravagant on fuel in comparison 

but much cheaper to make.

Lamp Setting 


IMPLIFYING proposals about 
official head lamp testing, our 
leading article last week said that, in 
effect, eyes 25ft from the car and 3ft 
6in from the ground should not be 
dazzled. Taken literally, this would 
imply that valuable extra jobs might 
soon be available for the small people 
one sees in car catalogues. 
On the whole, these things are best 
controlled when a departure from the 


optimum seriously inconveniences 
people. For instance, broken-down 
driver’s seats can be dangerous, but 


they need not be included in safety. 


inspections because they are so un- 
comfortable that the matter will auto- 
matically be attended to by the owner. 
In the same way, it is a possibility 
that if head lamps had some fairly well 
defined cut-off below their beams, too 
high setting would make them useless 
on main beam. If they had got into 
a high setting, which was making their 
dipped beams dazzling, they would be 
likely to get early attention. 


Easier to Adjust 


HEN a major loading change in 

my cars makes head lamp set- 
ting necessary, I feel very lazy about 
removing the lamp rims, digging up 
the toolkit and getting out a screw- 
driver to move the adjusting screw. I 
once noticed that some French aux- 
iliary lamps had a perforation in the 
rim, giving direct access to the height 
idjusting screw, but a knurled finger- 
knob would be better. 

After using an abnormal setting, I 
can very easily return my lamps to 
normal for, scratched inside, I have a 
note of “number of warns and fraction 
from the right-home position of the 
screws.”

Davies said: “Far too often the most 
responsible and law-abiding citizen, as 
soon as he ceases to be a pedestrian by 
taking his place in the driving seat, seems 
to lose all respect for the law. The only 
way we can make the motorist obey the 
regulations is to convince him that if he 
infringes them he will be punished 
sufficiently severely to deter him from 
committing a similar offence again.” 

‘I agree,” Mr. Nugent replied, “ that 
more severe fines would be a help, but 
the courts have their independence, and 
I am afraid that all too often the level of 
fines is not commensurate with the 
offences I hope those concerned 
may take note that it would be in the 
general interests of the community if the 
fines could be a little higher, so that 
motorists would think twice.”

URING the past three months I 

have been driving a Series II Ford 

Zodiac fitted with the Raymond 
Mays cylinder head, which augments sub- 
stantially an already potent performance. 
As yet no performance figures have been 
taken, but with a similar conversion tested 
18 months ago, 60 m.p.h,. was reached 
from a standstill in 10sec, 0-90 m.p.h, in 
25.5sec and a standing quarter-mile in 
17.6sec. These figures are better than 
those of many saloons with much larger 
engines than the 2,553 c.c. Ford, and also 
superior to those of many sports cars with 
larger engines. 

As delivered, the engine has a com- 
pression ratio of 9.2 to 1 and it breathes 
through two liin-dia semi-downdraught 
S.U. carburettors. The claimed output 
on the brake is 130 b.h.p., and as part of 
the analysis to which this vehicle is being 
subjected, it was taken to the Associated 
Ethyl laboratories at Bletchley for roller 
dynamometer tests to determine the power 
delivered at the wheels. The maximum 
figure recorded was 106 b.h.p., which ties 
up quite closely, taking into account trans- 
mission losses, with the claimed 130. 
Chis figure at the road wheels may even 
be on the low side, for a piston failed 
during the test, and it may have been 
picking up when the 106 figure was 
recorded. This incident brings me to the 
main theme of this account 

Threughout this early phase premium 
fuel was used, and on the grades pur 
chased in this country the engine operated

satisfactorily without audible detonation 
On a trip of 1,000 miles on the 
Continent it was far from happy using the 
best French petrol, and delicate control of 
the throttle was necessary to avoid violent 
pinking. Probably some damage occurred 
to one piston during this journey, and 
led to the ultimate failure. It is accepted, 
of course, that when the power of a 
normal production engine is 
ipproximately 45 per cent, no blame can 
be attached to the manufacturers for the 
failure of their standard components 
During roller dynamometer tests the 
engine is held at full throttle for long 
periods, to stabilize the temperatures at 
each speed increment before the readings 
are taken, and this particular test involved 
something like three hours’ continuous 
running at full throttle. When recording 
1 figure at 5,000 r.p.m., there was a very 
loud noise, and the car was enveloped in 
smoke from oil blown out of the breather 
as a result of a crankcase explosion. Aftet 
the engine was stripped there was a hole 
about jin dia burned through the centre 
of one piston crown, and the big-end 
bearings of this cylinder showed signs of

The hole in the piston crown appeared 
to have started from a residual centre 
left there after manufacturing processes; 
as a result of detonation a process rather 
like flame cutting with an oxy-acetylene 
torch had taken place. Also, the piston

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What are the lessons to be learned from 
this? Undoubtedly a higher grade of fuel 
than premium was necessary to avoid 
detonation. Audible detonation under 
light engine load is not usually a problem, 
since there is a clear signal that either 
fuel of a higher octane rating must be 
used, or the ignition needs to be retarded. 
Detonation at higher engine speeds, how- 
ever, constitutes a different type of prob- 
lem This is usually unheard because 
engine, wind and road noise at higher 
speeds prevent its transmission to the 
inside of the car One other factor, 
learned too late in this particular case, was 
that the original engine-operated fuel 
pump was never intended to deliver the 
extra fuel necessary for sustained speeds at 
full throttle. This deficiency probably 
resulted in a weak mixture, which aggra- 
vated the situation 

Little is known about the increase of 
load which results from detonation, for it 
occurs locally in the cylinder and during 
such a short time interval that accurate 
readings cannot be taken The heat 
liberated is so high that it often develops 
to pre-ignition. Of itself this is not really 
dangerous, for in a single cylinder the 
pressures can be, and usually are, lower 
under conditions of pre-ignition than with 
normal combustion. Damage occurs in a 
multi-cylinder engine, however. when a 
rogue cylinder is turned over by the 
power produced in the remaining cylin- 
ders, operating under normal conditions 
of combustion In such a case it has 
been estimated that maximum 
pressures can be increased by 
is much as 100 per cent, which 
explains the fatigue failure of 
the big-end bearings of the de- 
fective cylinder of this special 
Zodiac 

The engine has now been re- 
built, and as one bore was 
damaged, a set of oversize 
pistons has been fitted. These 
do not have the residual centre 
in the crown, and the standard 
babbit metal big-end bearings 
will be replaced shortly by a set 
manufactured in lead-bronze 
Needless to say, the lesson has 
been learned that super pre- 
mium fuel must be used in 
future. Oh the Continent this 
is not universally obtainable and, 
therefore, it will be necessary 
to retard the ignition and use 
a very light foot. All of this 
shows the sort of problems 
which may arise when the power 
of a normal production engine 
which, in its standard form, is 
perfectly satisfactory, is  in- 
creased by a margin well in 
excess of reasonable reserves

HE land-borne sailor has a thin time 
of it. Either he must spend a lot 
of money buying and maintaining 

a boat—perhaps scores of miles from his 
home—and be content to use it only 
when his inadequate leisure permits, or 
he must tow a less ambitious vessel 
laboriously behind him through the week- 
end traffic to the sea. 

Such a boat requires adequate storage; 
the difficulties of that in London, where 
there is insufficient space even for cars, 
are obvious. In any case, to tow a boat 
100 or more miles to the sea is enough 
to daunt all but the most enthusiastic 
motorists. 

First and foremost a motorist, but with 
a yearning for the sea born of some 25 
years spent close to, or on it, I have to 
some extent found a means whereby you 
can have your cake and eat it. It neither 
ruins one’s motoring by trailing along be- 
hind and imposing a speed limit of 30 
m.p.h., nor does it cost a farthing for 
berthing—or much more for maintenance. 

It is a collapsible sailing canoe, which 
requires no refitting in the accepted

sense, no laying-up; you can put it away 
for the winter in your bedroom if you 
like. I keep mine in a small London fiat; 
it is amusing, when you are sailing in the 
open sea, to recall that a few hours back, 
the boat you are in was no more than 
three canvas bags on its way down im the 
lift. The bags fit comfortably in the back 
of the car—in my case a Sunbeam Rapier; 
if it were not for the fact that a 20- 
gallon rally tank occupies most of the 
boot, it would stow away in that. 
There are, no doubt, several similar 
types of boat produced in this country. 
Mine was built in Germany, by the 
Klepper company, and costs slightly under 
£100 with all extras. The hull is 17ft 4in 
in length, with 3ft beam; the outer 
“skin” is of five layers of rubber-canvas, 
and fits into one of the three carrying 
bags. Inside this fits a framework of 
laminated ribs and longitudinals, the ribs 
being contained in one bag and the longer 
pieces in a bag that is 4ft Sin in length, 
about 14in wide and 7 or 8in deep; this 
is by far the most cumbersome of the 
three, but the total weight of the “ skin ”

and woodwork is only 60 Ib. The hull has 
built-in air tubes, and is unsinkable. The 
whole job of assembling the hull can be 
carried out in about 20 minutes—less 
with practice. 

There is a gaff mainsail, with an area 
of 30 sq ft, and a foresail; included in the 
equipment are two lee-boards, and a foot- 
operated aluminium rudder. A _ spray 
cover which clips firmly around the cock- 
pit and round the waists of the two occu- 
pants keeps the hull bone dry, even when 
the gunwales are sailed under. 

Because of the very fine lines the 
boat sails surprisingly fast; “down- 
hill,” mine recently covered a mile in just 
over five minutes. In normal conditions 
it is not easy to capsize it; it must be 
admitted, however, that recently on the 
Norfolk Broads, when there was a strong 
wind and every other boat had gone in, 
we did manage to roll over. If we had 
carried bailers it would have been pos- 
sible to empty it, scramble in and start 
again. Without bailers, we clung 
ignominiously to it until we were rescued.

true sailor until you have capsized; cer- 
tainly the experience has increased con- 
fidence in the capabilities of the boat, 
rather than lessened it, because one now 
knows just how far to go and, more im- 
portant, that it is positively buoyant, even 
when full of water. 

Maintenance couldn’t be simpler. The 
“skin” stands up to an astonishing 
amount of abuse without appearing to

of accumulators is unpredictable, and 

that around two years is as much as 
they can normally be expected to remain 
reliable. I think that I have hit on the 
cause of such quick deterioration; and 
the “cure” has, to date, given me a bat- 
tery now more than four years old and 
still functioning perfectly. 

Diagnosis, explanation and prescription 
are as follows: a new accumulator nor- 
mally is filled to the correct level with a 
suitable mixture of sulphuric acid and 
water; as soon as it is put into use in a 
car, the effect of charging is to electrolize 
the water into its component gases, oxy- 
gen and hydrogen, which escape by the 
filler vent. The amount of acid remains 
constant; only water needs to be added. 

It is common practice to top up the 
cells to the original level of liquid, i.e., 
about a quarter-inch above the top of 
the plates. Too many owners, too often, 
allow the level of liquid to sink to, or 
even get below the plates before topping 
up; it is true to state, therefore, that 
throughout the life of car batteries the 
electrolyte is nearly always stronger in 
acid than is necessary or correct. Here 
I feel is the probable explanation for the 
usually short life of the average battery. 

To rectify this mistake is fortunately 
quite easy, and has proved to be effec- 
tive. It is to add distilled water to within 
about one-eighth inch below the bottom of 
the filler “ chimney”; this will leave suffi- 
cient space above the liquid for the gases 
to escape without causing any spill. 

Distilled water should then always be 
added when the level in the cell falls to 
the original height (one quarter-inch above 
the plates). This ensures that the acid- 
water mixture is never stronger in acid 
than the correct proportion. 

Another practice thai helps to prolong 
the life of the battery is to reduce the 
charging rate for the summer. Most con- 
trolling devices are set to boost up the 
current to close upon 20 amp when the 
battery is somewhat discharged and to 
settle down to 5 amp or so when, on a 
long run, it becomes fully charged. When 
touring, or when mileage is considerable 
with very little current being taken out, 
the steady charging rate should be re- 
duced right down to 2-3 amp. A slow 
rate of charge is beneficial to the plates, 
and has the advantage of permitting 
longer periods between toppings up. 

Adjustment of the rate of charge is 
made quite simply. In older cars, 
equipped with three-brush dynamos, con- 
trol of the charging rate is effected by 
locsening an external nut and then push- 
ing or pulling the brush-holder a small 
distance round the armature one way or 
the other. Speeding up the engine after 
each movement shows on the ammeter 


| I is a general experience that the life 


suffer more than a few superficial 
scratches; even dragging it over stony 
beaches has little effect, the scrapes being 
easily removed with hull wax. The wood- 
work is heavily varnished and should not 
need attention for a year or two. All 
metal fittings are of salt-resisting light 
alloys, everything being held together by 
spring clips; any amount of putting- 
together and taking-to-bits does not seem 
to loosen the clips or make the structure 
less rigid. 

It cam be seen that transport, erecting 


what effect has 
been achieved, and 
a few trials enable 
the desired charg- 
ing rate to be 
attained. 

Modern cars 
fitted with the 
two-brush system 
have a much sim- 
pler and usually 
more accessible de- 
vice for controlling 
dynamo output. 

Over the fuse 
and wiring panel is 
a box with a 
spring - clipped 
cover. Removing 
the cover exposes 
two small, shiny 
coils under flat 
plates through 
which project 
screws and lock- 
nuts, One of these a Nata 
plates has a mov- —— 
ng flap which 
switches the charging on when the engine 
speeds up from idling, and off when the 
engine speed drops to idling again. This 
flap and its assembly—the cut-out—must 
on no account be touched. The (usually 
nearer) coil assembly with strip winding 
on the outer coil surface is the one that 
controls the charging rate. 

To reduce the output of the dynamo for 
summer conditions it is necessary only to 
loosen the locking-nut on the top and 
unscrew the slot-headed screw on which it 
is mounted. A quarter of a turn of the 
screw in an anti-clockwise direction will 
have a considerable effect in reducing the 
charging rate; the nut should be tightened 
again after every adjustment of the screw 

The effect of cach trial adjustment of 

this screw can be seen only when the en 
gine has been run for a few minutes be 
cause the control device always starts off 
with a high charge rate, which falls auto- 
matically as the battery nears full charge; 
it is this settled-down rate that should be 
low (2 to 3 amp) in summer, and high 
5 to 10 amp) depending on night-driving, 
and the like, in winter. It is likely that 
a few trial adjustments of the screw will 
be required before the desired charging- 
rate is achieved. 

The operation is reversed for winter, by 
screwing the little bolt in clockwise, by 
small amounts at each trial, until the de- 
sired increase is achieved 

A few words of caution are appropriate 
here: when re-adjusting for winter, the 
rate of initial boost when the engine is 
first started up in the day should not cause 
the ammeter needle to go hard up to the 


end of the scale—if this occurs the ad-

and dismantling are no trouble. The 
draft is about 4m with two people in the 
boat—so that one finds oneself taking an 
interest in every stretch of water one 
passes, with a view to its possible use one 
day for sailing. The boat is light, and ex- 
tremely easy to propel by hand—particu- 
larly when occupants are using 
double-ended paddles—so that little, 
overgrown rivers are navigable, where 
sailing would be impossible, and the 
weekend congestion on the roads ceases 
for a time to be a worry. P. G.

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justment should be set back a little, If 
the maximum is not allowed to exceed 20 
amp there would be a margin of safety 
against overloading; Lucas quote a maxi- 
mum output of 19 amp for their 3.9in 


diameter standard d and 22 amp 
for the 4.5in model, at 13.5 volts. 

This adjustment should nat be 
attempted with the voltage control “ live ”; 
the cut-out points should be separated by 
a piece of dry card inserted under both 
flaps before varying the adjustment screw 
—and one should not forget to remove 
=, card before running the engine. 

With the use of a good voltmeter, a 
check can be made with the engine 
running. Leads A and Al should be re- 
removed from the control terminals (to 
open-circuit the regulator), marked, and 
twisted together to permit the battery to 
feed the ignition coil; a piece of card 
should be placed between the cut-out 
points 

The voltmeter is connected between the 
regulator frame and earth, and the engine 
run at a good charging speed; a reading 
of 16.5 or 16.6 for -a 12-volt system— 
8.35 to 8.40 on a 6-volt battery) will prob- 
ably give good maximum charge. . For 
minimum charge 16 volts and 8 volts res- 
pectively should give about the right re- 
sults. After the lock-nut has been 
tightened, A and Al leads are recon- 
nected and the card removed from the 
cut-out points. 

These changes—tevel of liquid and rate 
of charging—will ensure a far more eco- 
nomical service from our indispensable, 
but too quickly expendable, batteries.

Test Probe 


[N tracing electrical failure, the amateur’s 
difficulty is that he cannot see the flow 
of current, and can tell whether current 
is getting through to any point only by 
a tedious process of disconnecting ter- 
minal nuts and other fastenings, brushing 
the end of the cables, and watching for 
sparks. A test probe, with a cable 
connected to earth by a crocodile clip, 
and a festoon bulb between earth cable 
and probing needle, is much easier, 
quicker, and more efficient. The clip is 
earthed to the bodywork, and the probe 
applied to a wire or terminal: if there is 
current there, the bulb lights up; if the 
terminal is dead, the bulb does not light.

Scent from the Boot 


Onion Clue to Ventilation Problem? Driving my 1954 Ford 
Zephyr on a wet day with the windows closed, I opened the 
quarter light to provide a little ventilation whilst keeping out 
the rain. Within seconds the atmosphere was pervaded by a 
strong smell of onions, a parcel of which was being carried 
in the boot of the car. After clearing the atmosphere by run- 
ning the heater unit for a short period, it was then switched 
off and the quarter-light re-opened—immediately the smell of 
onion returned. I had previously observed that cigarette smoke 
is sucked out of the car when the quarter light is open, bur it 
surprised me to discover that under these conditions ventilatio 
is via the boot. 


his prompts the question of whether exhaust fumes could 
enter the car by the same route, since the exhaust pipe ter- 


minates immediately below the boot. Occasional ccmplaints of 
car sickness by rear passengers might be explained in this way, 
as well as drowsiness experienced on long journeys. How much 
attention is given by car body designers to problems of this 
nature? The experience of other readers would be of interest.

My Goggomobil T.300 was purchased in May 1957, having 
done just 3,000 miles, at a cost of £465; my mileage after 12 
months of motoring is 17,741. My expenditure has been 
recorded in the greatest detail, and the following figures may

I carry out most of the minor servicing, and the figure quoted 
includes all greases, oil and polishes, as well as a set of metric 
spanners.

I do most of my motoring in this hilly county, much of it on 
indifferent surfaces, and indulge in restricted rallies. During 
the course of the year some seven or eight journeys of over 
200 miles are made, and on these runs the car averages about 
35 m.p.h. with my wife, baby daughter and a full load of lug- 
gage.

Careless or Dangerous Driving 


for the purpose of proving service by 
registered post it was not cnough to show 


HERE the police propose to 
charge a motorist with careless 
driving or dangerous driving, 
notice of the intended prosecution is re- 
quired by Section 21 of the Road Traffic 
Act, 1930, to be “served on or sent by 
registered post” to the driver within 14 
days of the accident 
In the recent case of Beer v. Davis a 
Divisional Court was called upon to con- 
sider the question of what would constitute 
a sufficient service by registered post. In 
this case 10 days after the accident a notice 
of an intended prosecution of careless driv- 
ing was sent by registered post to the 
address which the driver had given the 
police at the time of the accident. The 
driver did not, in fact, receive the notice, 
because he was away on holiday at the 
time, and there was no one in his house 


to whom the registered letter could have 


been handed. The Post Office accordingly 
returned the letter to the police 

After the 14-day period required by 
Section 21 of the Act had expired, a police 
officer called on the driver at his home 
and personally served him with a second 
notice, explaining what had happened to 
the original notice 

This service of the second notice, being 
out of time, since the 14 days had already 
expired, was clearly ineffective, and, if the 
prosecution was maintainable at all, it was 
necessary to establish that there had been 
effective service by registered post of the 
original notice 

In an earlicr case ex.p. Rossi, 1956 
2.W.L.R. 800—arising, however, under 
another Act—a similar problem had com« 
up for determination before the Court of 
Appeal 


It was then held by that court that 


that the letter was correctly directed, 
stamped and posted. It could be shown 
that the letter had never been delivered 
and, in that case, the necessary service 
would not have been effected. In accord- 
ance with this principle, the court held in 
Beer v. Davis that there had nm no 
effective service, and that the charge 
against the driver had been properly dis- 
missed on that ground by the magistrate. 

This case, at the same time, prompts 
the query whether there would be effec- 
tive service even where the registered letrer 
was received by someone at the house of 
the driver, if the letter nevertheless failed 
to reach his hands because, for instance, he 
happened to have been away. It seems

is, according to the regulations, to be 
run over 24 laps of the 14.12 km (8.76- 
mil circuit, This com] plies with the 
minimum-of-300 km ruling, as the race 
distance will be 338.88 km (210.

but, in view of the fact that Masten 
Gregory’s 3.8-litre Lister-Jaguar won the 
sports car race a couple of weeks ago at 
over 121 m.p.h., the duration of the race 
won't be anything like the 2-hour mini- 
mum.

Apart from the remarkable state of 
affairs whereby the F.LA. ruling can 


apparently be ignored, this could give an 
unfair advantage to those who have spot 
ted ithe discrepancy. For example, a chap 
who has studied only the F.I.A. rules for 
1958 might easily start the race with an 
extra, and unnecessary SO0Ib or so of fuel 
in his tank, in preparation for a 2-hour 
race; on the other hand, someone who had 
studied the Belgian regulations and spot- 
ted the discrepancy in duration, could 
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start with that much less fuel, and an 
obvious weight advantage. 

In the absence of M. de Haarlez, 
General Secretary of the R.A.C., de 


Belgique, who is sick, his deputy can say 
no more than that it must be a misprint— 
that the F.I.A. really meant 300 km or 
2 hours, in the same way that it used to 
be 500 km or 3 hours—and, anyway, it’s 
the spirit of the regulations that they’re 
concerned with, not the letter. However, 
it is not a misprint, nor a misinterpreta- 
tion in the English translation: it is the 
French text, issued by the F.I.A. them- 
seives,
